In the United States there are 
probably 1000 signs for every man, 
woman and child. You may think 
they sometimes get to be eyesores, 
but few can deny that signs play a 
vital role in directing us through life. 

On our roads, signs are 
indispensable in keeping us safe as 
well as helping us get to our 
destination in the most efficient 
manner possible, and in Crawford 
' County, it is Ron Larsons’ job to 
make sure road and street signs are in 
place. 

Larson, of Grayling, is a full- 
time, sign shop employee of The 
Road Commission for Crawford 
County and he's being kept busy 
making and installing road name 
signs to comply with the county's 
new 91] emergency response sy stem. 

“I've made SOO signs since July 
2Ath,” Larson said, “and I've installed 
110 of them.” 

Currently the Road Commission 
has road name sign contracts with 
both South Branch and Grayling 
| townships. 

‘ “People don’t realize how much

' Larson said. 
| _He said he can make a sign in 
~ about 20 minutes, but before it can 
_ be installed be has to go wo the sign 
| site where flags are placed He then 
| must contact all utilities serving the 
_ area to noufy them of his intention to 
install the sign. Each utility company 
then inspects the site to determine if 
the new sign will interfete with 
underground cables. If there are no 
_ cables, the new post and sign can be 
placed. The entre process, from

post, can take more than 72 hours.

He said he is able to keep a good 
work pace on the road name signs he 
is not intezrupted by emergencies. 

“Stop signs are prionities,” he said. 
“If a stop sign is destroyed of stolen, 
they're replaced immediaicly.” 

Larson said he is responsible for 
all road signs on al! county roads. He 
said sign theft is a real problem.

Every year at this time the Board of 
Education of the Crawford AuSable 
School District (CASD) considers 
requests from out-of-district students 
to attend CASD as tuition students. 
On Monday, Aug. 21, the board con- 
sidered three such requests. This

First grader Courtney Welch was

| dent after much debate among board 
; members. The board notified Jeff 
Welch, Courtney’s dad, that the tui- 
tion status would not continue after 
' this year. Members suggested he 
' consider moving to the district if he 
| wants Courtney to continue attending 
| CASD.

Courtney takes enzymes before every 
meal, Once during the school day, 
Courtney breathes a mist for three 
minutes to help shrink the bronchi in 
her lungs. Susan Bateson, Courtney's 
grandma, explains that the breathing 
machine is mostly a preventative 
measure. 

Barbara Mick, principal of Gray- 
ling Elementary School, spoke to the 
board concerning Courtney’s medical 
needs during school. “It was nothing,” 
said Mick. ‘“She’s a sweetie, It was 
really easy. It was no burden at all.” 

Courtney's illness was one of the 
biggest concerns of board members in 
accepting her as a tuition student. As 
amedically fragile student, some board 
members felt Courtney could be a 
huge liability for the school district. 

“I'm very concerned on accepting a 
medially fragile child,” said Banda. “I 
hope that doesn’t sound like I’m dis- 
criminating.” Placing the school dis- 
trict in a position of possible liability 
fora nonresident was a big concern for 
him. 

Bateson,aCASD resident, informed 
the board that her family has a large 
tax base in Crawford County, includ- 
ing property on Lake Margrethe and 
the AuSable River. Courtney’s father, 
Jeff, is the third generation to graduate 
from Grayling High School. 

Bateson asked the board if moving 
to the district would be a standard for 
any child requesting tuition status. 

Banda replied that it wouldn’t be a

School district loses 
$48,000 in tax revenues 


; The Crawford AuSable School 
| District was ordered by the state tax 
‘tribunal to return $277,000 to four 
companies for the 1992 tax year. The 
district did receive most of the money 
back from the state, but was not re- 
inbursed $48,000 in interest, accord- 
ing to Paul Lerg, assistant superinten- 
dent, 

Most of the money refunded to the 
companies, was reinbursed to the 
school district by the state, 


Four companies appealled their 
taxes to the state’s tax tribunal and 
won a judgement for reduced taxes. 
The dispute in most cases was what

$65,284 in interest. Nomeco Oil & 
Gas received just over $700 in re- 
funded taxes and interest, Union Oil 
of California (Unocal) was refunded 
over $118,000 in taxes and interest 
and Saginaw Bay Pipeline received 
$5,700 in refunded taxes and interest.

The Crawford County Sheriff Department reported 109 incidents during 
the week of Monday, Aug, 21 to Sunday, Aug. 27. The calls ranged from 
routine traffic stops to a vehicle theft. 

In two separate incidents, vehicles struck telephone poles early Sunday 
moming.

A report of a power pole and traffic lights down at the comer of M-93 and 
M-72 west was called into central dispatch about 40 minutes later. Upon 
arrival the vehicle had fled the scene. Officers investigating the scene believe 
the vehicle was travelling north bound on M-93 and failed to stop at the inter- 
section, Causing the suspeci to lose control and strike a telephone pole. The 
suspect's vehicle is blue in color and left the scene travelling east bound 
towards Grayling. Anybody with information os who has seen a vehicle with 
severe frontend damage is asked to call the Crawford County Sheriff Depart- 
ment 

A vehicle was stolen from Manistee Sweet. Officers were able to recover 
the vehicle. A juvenile is the suspect in the theft.

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Pontiac Fiberboard President 
Addresses Local Concerns 


This, the third letter, addresses environmental aspects. Letter #1 dealt with | 
employment: our project creates 310 direct jobs. Letter #2 reviewed wood 
supply: Michigan's timber inventory has increased by 50% since 1980; 
currently, the Northem Lower is harvesting only 45% of annual growth leaving a 
surplus of 55%; with our project, harvesting will increase to §2 from 45%, 
assuring a further increase in the inventory. This letter #3 reviews the project's 
environmental impact from three perspectives: wood as material, forest 
ecosystems, and process emission. 

Firsty, wood is a renewable resource. \ts wise use should therefore. be 
promoted from an environmental perspective. If harvesting is in balance with 
growth, wood will be available for millennia after fossil and mineral resources 
have long been exhausted. Secondly, to convert timber into a usable product 
requires only a fraction of energy needed to convert metals or plastics. Thirdly, 
wood is 2 superb material. Its strength to weight ratio is excellent; it is durable; it 
can be recycled or cleanly disposed of. 

A forest is an ecosystem: plants and animals coexist and are dependent on 
each other. Man interacts with a forest's ecosystem by a variety of activities, 
one of them being timber removal. The timber needed for our project, northem | 
hardwoods and red pine, will be largely harvested through thinning. Kt is a partial | 
removal of timber; about half of the volume is removed. Nature responds by an 
accelerated growth of the remaining half. Through thinning, the forester over the 
long term guides the forest and its ecosystems to an optiminum biodiversity and | 
economic value. Thinning occurs in 15-year periods on average. A forest | 
unattended is like a garden left to itself: productivity slows and weed species 
take over. To be sure, some regions should be dedicated as wildemess where 
man dogs not interact with nature. In these regions, period forest fires provide a 
*clear cut” restoring balance over the long term. 

There is no emission-free process. Our project will not have an effluent. But 
we will emit traces of air pollutants such as VOC, NOx, CO and HCHO. What | 
governmental regulators require are for any emissions to stay significantly 
below thresholds that could cause harm to planet earth and its inhabitants: 
plants, animals, and man. Within the U.S., Michigan has the reputation of 
setting low thresholds. Our strategy is to attack the emmision problem primarity 
at its source, the manufacturing processes. It's simple: the less the processes | 
emit, the tess needs to be cleaned up at the end of the pipe. But end-of-pipe 
controls such as biofiltration will still be needed. Examples for mitigating 
emissions at the process level are drying and pressing at low temperatures, 
pressing at high-moisture contents, and recycle loops for feedstock, air, and 
heat. As important as low-air emission is site selection. Our site ies downwind 
of Grayling, is large (640 acres, but only some 100 acres are disturbed leaving 
a generous buffer), and is wooded, making the plant practically invisible for the 
public. 

In summary, our project should harmoniously fit into modem society. It 
manufactures renewable products, its timber can be harvested on a sustainable 
basis without degrading ecosystems, and its emissions comply with stringent 
standards. Letter #4 will describe the project's processes.

This better is regarding Senate Bill 
529 which was introduced by Senator 
Philip Hoffman and backed by MUCC 
and the NRA to have mourning doves 
put on the game list. 

Ten percent of Michigan's 
population hunts, half to one percent 
of our hunter’s want to kill these 
beautiful birds. 

Mourning doves would provide two 
half-dollar size pieces of meat. 

Killing these birds would leave many 
orphaned offspring, because in 
Michigan, they have a breeding season 
which extends into fall and winter. 
The hunt is scheduled for September. 

Mouming doves mate for life. How 
many mates will be left to live the rest 
of their lives alone, never again to 
nest? 

Many would be wounded and not 
recovered, There are no management 
problems with over population of 
mourning doves. 

They do not damage crops and are 
not a pest to farmers. They eat weeds 
and seeds that fall to the ground, and

BEFORE THE controversy over 
the Hiroshima atomic bomb subsides, 
permit this writer to weigh in with 
another opinion. 

Yes, the bomb was justified under 
the circumstances that existed at the 
time. 

Of course, the atomic controversy 
will not die down. It will simmer and 
stew, and again pop to the fore on the 
60th anniversary of the Enola Gay’s 
run, or on the 75th, and certainly on 
the 100th. 

President Truman really had no 
choice. If we had the bomb, we had to 
use it..... and for precisely the reasons 
to which the bombing was attributed: 

To save lives. 

In World War H, civilians in all 
nations were participants. Bombing, 
an impersonal indiscriminate killer, 
had helped make it so. 

Thousands of British civilians were 
killed in the incessant German 
bombing of London and other English 
cities, not for military reasons but for 
terrorism and to sap the British will to 
fight. 

Dresden was virtually destroyed, 


_ and German civilians killed by Allied 


bombs, again not so much for military 
reasons as for psychological reasons. 

Japanese militarists terrorized the 
civilians in Manchuria and China in 
the 1930s and 40s, all as part of war.

Nor should it be forgotten that most 
victims of the Nazi concentration 
camps were civilians. 

Killing civilians by bombing 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki involved 
regrettable, but necessary decisions, 
which were in keeping with the way 
World War II was conducted 
throughout the globe.

final order issued pursuant to this act 
a civil fine of not more than $10,000 
for each day of violation. 

A person is described in this act as 
also meaning a corporation. 

By looking at the Notice of 
Violations issued by the DNR to City 
Environmental, and the many months 
those violations cover, at a maximum 
fine of $10,000 each day, there appears 
to be a substantial amount of money 
the county could go after. A fraction 
of those allowable fines could amount 
to hundreds of thousands of dollars 
that could be used to hire the best 
lawyers to assist Prosecutor Huss in 
defending the county against the 
lawsuit 

In the past, commissioners Long 
and McLachlan have repeatedly 
chosen to support City Environmental. 
It will be interesting to see if the people 
in their districts receive proper 
representation now that the baide lines 
have been drawn. 

The citizens of this county and 
Prosecutor Huss need and deserve the 
support of all the members of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. Anything less will 
only serve to further City 
Environmentals’ long standing effort 
of intimidation through the mumble- 
jumble, legalese jargon of its big city 
attomeys.

standard for all children. ‘We can't 
group into one bunch. Some are more 
of a risk (to the district),” said Banda. 
“Tcan’t say I'd vote the same way (in 
another case). 

Kent Reynolds, superintendent 
explained that historically the board 
has made its decision based on the 
individual child. He said this may be 
& MOOt issuc by next year due to the 
State Board of Education revisiting 
the issuc of schools of choice. 

Marilyn Rosi, vice president of the 
school board, felt that asking the par- 
ents to move to the district was a 
reasonable request. She said, “In the 
past, we've always asked parents to 
relocate (to the district) or have 
boundaries redrawn.” 

Reynolds cited a Lake City student 
who the Board refused continuing 
status as a tuition student after attend- 
ing Crawford AuSable for two years 
when the family did not move to the 
community. 

Continued tuition was granted, 
however, for a family that has no in- 
tenuons to move to the school district. 
Kristen Keamey will be attending ninth 
grade and has been a tuition student 
for four years, The district originally 
accepted her as a tuition student at the 
request of the Kalkaska School Dis- 
uict Her home was nine miles from 
the nearcst bus stop in the Kalkaska 
districl. Her brother, Jeremiah Boow, 
will atend first grade this ycar. 

Board member, Rodney Lobsingez, 
asked about the land transfer that the 
family was suppose to obtain. Rey- 
nolds explained thal the fasnily could 
not obtain a land wansfer duc wa Large 
amount of military property bocated 
between theie property and the 
Crawford AuSable School District 

“As far as I'm concemed, Kalkaska 
can pick them up,” said Lobsinger. He 
said the board set precedent just two 
hours before to require the family to 
move Ww the district. He warned that 
the board was setting themsclvcs up 
for a discriminauion suit 

Board members Banda and Rosi 
stated that there was a distinct differ- 
ence in the two cases, The Kalkaska 
School District originally requested 
that Kristen Kearney be admitted as a 
uition student. Although Kalkaska is 
no longer releasing students, the dis- 
uictis “grandfathering” any previous 
tuition students. Kearncy has attended 
Crawford AuSable for four years and 
the board felt itis in her best interest to 
continue in the district.

reason Courtney was accepted as a 
tuition student last year was that school 
had started and she was alrcady at- 
tending Crawford AuSable schools.

They were there 
for me when I chose to go away fora 
full year and they were there for me 
when I had doubts about being gone 
that long.

My flights were great. I rode on a 
little American Eagle plane from 
Traverse City to Chicago, but I boarded 
a triple 7 (the new Boeing 777 from 
United) after an hour walk to my gate, 
which was at the opposite end of 
Chicago’s lengthy O'Hare 
International Airport from where | 
landed. From Chicago, I flew, with 
the lithe television screen 10 inches 
from my face, an hour and a half to 
Washington D.C, Dulles International 
Airport, where I met up with the 12 
Other YFU siudentsand our YFU flight 
leader. Many of the students were 
assigned seats together, but there were 
three of us (myself included) who were 
separated from the bunch. 

The flight, on a United Boeing 767, 
lasted approximately seven and half 
hours, a long time to be stuck in the 
lowest class of an overseas airplane. 
The food, as always, left a lot to be 
desired. We were served two meals, 
of which I ate only 3/5 (at most) of the 
food, as well as many drinks (and only 
one bag of peanuts). The flight 
attendants were plentiful, two of whom 
were fluent Dutch (Nederlands) and 
English. I arrived at Amsterdam's 
Schiphol Airport at 7:30 a.m. local 
time, and 1:30 a.m. Eastern Daylight 
Time. I had been awake for over 28 
hours when I landed, because, unlike 
90 percent of the other travelers, I 
could not fall asleep in route. 

At immigration, I was expecting a 
round stamp, with a pretty picture and 
a cool color. No such luck! They 
stamped my passport with a black box 
that said, “Schiphol” and the date we 
arrived, that was it! Everyone’s 
luggage came through okay and the 
customs officials didnt even stop one 
person to check their bags. Boy, were 
we relieved. 

Then came the big moment, we met 
our host families. How scary, since 
some students hadn’t found out who 
their family was unul five minutes 
before. I met Rien (46), Lies (42) and

There are many relatives in Holland 
and they all live in surrounding towns.

Imagine willingly paying someone 
you don’t know to come to your office 
and spend three days scrutinizing how 
well you do your job. Most of us 
would rather pay higher taxes. 

But voluntarily undergoing 
performance evaluations is exactly 
what most American hospitals are 
doing, with benefits to consumers and 
hospitals alike. 

To find out precisely how well they 
do, hospitals turn to the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of 
Healthcare Organizations (ICAHO). 
On Aug. 28, 29 and 30, the physicians 
and staff at Mercy Hospital will be 
parucipaung in the JCAHO survey 
held every three years. 

The jointcommissionemploys more 
than 600 physicians, nurses, health- 
care administrators, medical 
technologists, psychologists, 
respiratory therapists, pharmacists, 
durable medical-equipment experts 
and social workers to perform 
accreditation surveys. 

Mercy Hospital must mect a long 


list of stringent performance standards 
established by the commission before 
it can receive the organization's “seal 
of approval.” Although accreditation 
is completely voluntary, Mercy is 
among the 80 percent of hospitals in 
this country who seck JCAHO 
accreditation. 

Why is accreditation important to 
Mercy Hospital? It'sa badge of quality 
that uie physicians and staff can wear. 
It means compliance with joint 
commission standards and continuing 
to find ways in which to improve. 

On a more practical note, 
accreditation helps to meet Medicare 
ceruficauion requirements, and also 
enhances medical-staff recruitment. 

The survey process 

To carn and maintain accreditation, 
Mercy Hospital participates in an on- 
site survey by a commission survey 
team every Unree years, The August 
1995 survey will take three days and is 
conducted by a physician, a nurse and 
a hospital adminisuator. Mercy’s 
laboratory was surveyed this spring 
and the results of that surwey will be 
included in the hospital- wide results.

accreditation survey 


All surveyors have senior- 
management experience in health care 
and are extensively trained in the 
survey process of the commission. 

The job of the survey team is to 
evaluate how well Mercy Hospital 
complics with commission 
performance standards that affect the 
quality of pauent care. To do this, the 
surveyors intervicw patients and staff, 
examine hospital records and directly 
observe patient care. 

At the end of the survey, the team 
scores the hospital on how well it 
meets the more than 700 commission 
standards.

The key performance areas studied 
by the team are these: 

Patient-care functions: 

Do doctors and nurses take 
appropriate medical histories from 
patients and perform appropriate 
physical exams?

Gypsy moth population 
building for comeback 


The European gypsy moth, the most 
destructive forest pest in the United 
States, has now been a resident of 
Crawford County for at Icast seven 
years and indications arc that it is here 
to stay. It is unlikely that they will 
ever reach epidemic proporuons as 
they did in 1992 and 1993, but it is 
almost a certainty that there will be 
explosions of populations in scattered 
areas throughout Crawford County. 
During this season, no less than five 
areas of significant gyPSy moth 
populations were identified, three of 
which suffered severe defoliation. 

The time to be concerned about the 
gypsy moth and to take appropriate 
steps toward its control is now, not 
next spring when the worms become 
evident. Crawford County is still 
cooperating with the Michigan 
Departmentof Agriculture in the state- 
wide gypsy-moth suppression 


program. If enough land in Crawford 
County can be identified as having a 
large enough population to warrant 
control, a cost-share spray program 
will be conducted in the spring, But 
those acres must be identified now. 
County residents who feel they may 
live in an arca where the gypsy moth is 


making a comeback, should contact ' 


the local gypsy-moth coordinator at 
348-5187. Requests for survey should 
be put in writing and mailed to Gypsy 
Moth, Crawford County Building, 200

You may need to pay estimated tax 


or wages, you can ask your employer 
to take more tax out of your earings. 
To do this, file a new Form W-4 
“Employce’s Withholding Allowance 
Certificate” with your employer. 


These are typical questions asked 
by taxpayers and are presented as a 
public service of this publication and 
the Internal Revenue Service (IRS). 

Question: Whatis estimated tax? 

Answer: Estimated tax is a method 
used to pay tax on income that is not 
subject to withholding. ‘This includes, 
butis not limited to, income from sclf- 
employment, unemployment 
compensation, interest, dividends, 
alimony, rent, gains from the sale of 
assets, prizes and awards. You also 
may have to pay estimated tax if the 
amount of income tax being withheld 
from your salary, pension or other 
income is NOL enough. 

Question: T owned money toIRS 
when I filed my return in 1994, 
Should I pay estimated tax for 1995? 

Answer: You must make estimated 
payments for 1995 if you expect to 
owe at least $500 in tax for 1995 after 
subtracting your withholding and 
credits, and you expect your 
withholding and credits to be less than 

the smaller of 90 percent of the tax to 
be shown on your 1995 retum, or 100 
percent of the tix shown on your 1994 
tax return. 

Question: How can | avoid having 
to make estimated tax payments? 

Answer: If you also receive salaries 


Question: How do I make 
estimated tax payments? 

Answer: To figure and pay estimated 
tax, use Form 1040-ES “Estimated 
Tax for Individuals.” Each payment 
must be accompanied by a payment- 
voucher from Form 1040-ES, Call 1- 
800-829-3676 to order the Form 1040- 
ES and instructions along with the free 
IRS Publication 505, Tax Withholding 
and Estimated Tax which will give 
you more information. 

Question: When dol start paying 
estimated tax? 

Answer: If youhave income subject 
to cstimated tax during the first 
payment period, you must make your 
first payment by April 15. You can 
pay all your estimated tax at that ume, 
or yOu can pay in four installments. 
The other installments due dates are 
June 15, Sept. 15, and Jan. 35 of next 
year, 

Question: Where dol take credit 
for making estimated tax payments? 

Answer: You take credit on Form 
1040 or Form 1040A. You cannot use 
Form 1040EZ to take this credit.

“reinvented,” advises a new report 
from the AAA Foundation for Traffic 
Safety. 

Traditional = driver-education 
methods teach teens how to get 
licenses, butdo little toreduce crashes. 
The AAA Foundation for Traffic 
Safety recommends that young drivers 
be taught a broad-based curriculum 
that focuses more on safe driving 
attitudes and behavior than on basic 
skills. 

The Novice Driver Education Model 
Curriculum Outline recommendauons 
include: 

*Developing computer software to 
teach driving basics; 

‘lnproving in-car instucuon with 
more driver feedback: 

eInvolving parents in the driver- 
education process; 

*Using social pressures to foster safe 
driving atutudes; 

*Enacting graduated licensing 
systems that restrict new drivers to 
safer umes and locations.

not doing enough and it’s time to do 
more,” said AAA Michigan Vice 
President Corporate Relations Larry 
Givens. “Fifteen-to-20-year-olds 
account for nearly 15 percent of all 
driver fatalities, but make up only 
seven percent of all licensed drivers.” 

According to Givens, the AAA 
Foundation for Traffic Safety report 
supports findings released by AAA 
Michigan in ils study released earlier 
this year ——Portraitofa Young Driver. 

Both studies confirm what many 
have known all along: Young drivers 
are at a much greater msk for crash- 
related death or injury than the general 
population; Driver-education efforts 
must de enhanced to provide more on- 
road experience; Feelings of 
“invulnerability” among young drivers 
are responsible for risky behavior 
behind the wheel, and alcohol use 
among tcens is at an all-ume high. 

“Teenagers are inexperienced and 
do not have the ability to perceive 
risks appropriately,” added David 
Willis, executive director of the AAA 
Foundation for Traffic Safety. 
“According to the National Safety 
Council, 16-year-olds have 40 crashes 
per 100 licensed drivers each year, 
compared with a rate of nine crashes 
per licensed driver in the 45-to-54- 
year-old age group.”
